Since the meeting of the last Legislature, the affairs of the 
l'erritory have continued, in most respects, satisfactory. 
Ш hough certain enterprises have been retarded to some de- 
free, from various causes, nevertheless unmistakable progress 
as been made in the settling up of the country and in the de- 
velopment of its resources. The general health of the people 
has been gocd, and peace and order have prevailed through- 
but the Territory. 

É Agricultural crops have been abundant, and the husband- 
men have been amply rewarded for their labor. No causes of 
istress from poverty һауе existed where an honest effort has 
peen made to obtain a livelihood. 

The laboring classes have been furnished with steady em- 
ployment, and well remunerated for their services, and in this 
respect they have been more fortunate than others of their fel- 
low-men in many portions of our country. 

г Тһе mines in their further development have increased 
n positive value, and where energy and skill haye been dis- 
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played in working them, promise large returns to their 
“owners. 


Many which, but two years since, were regarded as mere 
prospects of doubtful worth, have grown into well-developed 
mines of great value. . 

The facilities for milüng and smelting have kept 
pace with the product of the mines. Several extensive es- 
tablishments have been erected for the reduction of ores, all of

FINANCES. | 


The reports of the Territorial Auditor and Treasurer for i 
the two years ending December 31st, 1877, have been re- ; 
ceived, and I herewith submit them for your information. § 
These reports exhibit no great indebtedness against the Ter- і 
ritory which it cannot liquidate, provided the money due: 
from the Counties is paid into the Treasury ; however, these 
outstanding accounts and Auditor’s warrants present a con- 
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‘dition of affairs relative to the finances, which cannot be re- 
garded otherwise than unsatisfactory. Evidently some plan 
эвропа be devised, whereby the Territory can be relieved. 9r

COMMON’ SCHOOLS. 


A revision of the law relating to schools, so that it shell 
be more in accord with the pre and s of the o. 


rom the Public Treasury. In this city alone more than thirty 
@housand dollars are annually expended for private tuition, 
a@which is no inconsiderable tax, and by many hard to bear 
@This amount of money should furnish schooling for nearly the 
whole number of children in the city; whereas, under the

It would be wisdom to divide this city into—say, six school 
districts, with a high school as near the centre as may be con-

Beraded system of instruction in keeping with a place of this

MSuch a system, when once established, would give the 
- greatest satisfaction to all who are interested, and І am confi- 
dent could be maintained for less money than is now yearly 
$ expended for schools. Any system of public instruction which 
R will be beneficial to this city, can be adopted by all the cities 
fand towns іп the Territory with-like good results. No State 
for Territory in, the Union is better calculated to maintain 
graded schools than Utah, as nearly her entire population re- 
side within corporate limits and towns. Ап appro- 
Fpriation should be made by the Legislature amply sufü- 
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cient for educational purposes, and the money should be raised 
by a direct tax levied upon the taxable property of the Terri- 
tory, in the same manner as funds are raised for other Territo- 
rial expenses. 

The law now in force leaves the districts to decide for 
themselves whether or not they will raise by taxation the 
money necessary to maintain schools. /This provision 
virtually leaves the question of ‘schools or no schools 
to the respective districts, instead of to the Legislature, 
where it properly belongs. Public schools should be under no 
sectarian influence. Morality, integrity and the other virtues 
should be inculcated in all institutions of learning, but re- 
ligious teaching should be left to the parents, the Sabbath 
schools and to the churches. If a child's religious training 
under these influences will not stand the jostle of publie 
schools, it will be of little practical use to him in after life. 


IRRIGATION. 


While I realize the difficulties of an attempt to regulate 
the water in an arid country so as to give individuals their 
exact proportion, and while it can hardly be expected the 
matter will ever be so adjusted as to give entire satisfaction, 
yet I am confident a system can be devised which will come 
nearer to it than the present one. 

The statutes make provision for irrigation districts, the 
election of officers, etc., but fail to define the rights of indi- 
viduals, or give them any permanent privileges. The law is 
so meagre in its provisions that a supply of water depends 
more on ‘the good-will of neighbors than upon any rights 
which can be enforced. Neither will the people of the Terri- 
tory have any sufficient guaranty against serious difficulties 
until their individual interests to the water are more specifi- 
cally defined by law. We should bear in mind that in the 
absence of Territorial legislation on this subject the common 
law prevails and is wholly inapplicable to countries which 
have to depend upon the water courses for a sufficient 
supply of. water, not only for ordinary uses, but for the pur- 
pose of irrigating the soil. 

A well considered law would be of great service, especial- 
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ly to agriculturists, and prevent litigation, which must grow 
out of the present system. Legal title to water is quite as 
essential in this Territory as legal title to land, and as soon as 
acquired it should be a part of, and go with, the realty 
and made a matter of record in the same manner as 
real estate. 


| SECRET BALLOT. | р 

I desire to call attentien to the law regulating elections, 
and request that it be so amended as to relieve it of an object- 
ionable feature known as the “marked ballot" That portion ` 
of the statute relating to the registration of votes as a precau 
tion against fraud, is aeceptable to the people and is consider- 
ed amply sufficient as a safeguard, without the accompanying 
provision requiring the name of the elector to be written in 
the poll-books, and opposite to it the number of his vote. This 
is regarded as espionage, enabling the officers of election, if so 
disposed, to tell how and for whom each person votes. I 
also suggest the propriety of providing for two judges of elec- 
tion in every precinct instead of one,and make it the duty of the 
County Court to appoint the officers, and to select one from each 
of the political parties, thereby giving to each a friend at the 
polls. Also, that every ballot be sealed up in an envel- 
‘ope before being deposited; the envelopes to be of uniform 
color and size, and to be furnished to judges of election by 
the County Courts for free distribution at the places of 
holding the elections. 


This, it seems, would afford to every citizen entitled to 
vote, an opportunity to do so in accordance with his own 
wishes. The right of suffrage allowed to citizens should carry 
with it the right to exercise that suffrage in a manner satis- 
factory to himself, without the possibility of being called to 
account for his choice of candidates, or of experiencing un- 
pleasant consequences. The duty of the Legislature to “guard 
the purity of the ballot box,” is unquestioned, but it would 
be an abuse of power to so entangle it as to thwart the wishes 
of the people; otherwise suffrage, which has been given asa 
high constitutional privilege wherewith to protect their rights 
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and opinions, recoils on its possessors and subverts the very 
ends and objects it was intended to accomplish. 
| 


COMPILED LAWS. 


The Legislature, at its last session, created a commission 
to compile the statutes and laws then in force and ‘those enact- 
ed during that session. The bill provided that when the 
"books should be published they should be placed in the hands 
of the Auditor of Public Accounts,to be by him disposed of 
in the following manner: To the Governor, Secretary and 
Judges of the Supreme Court, one copy each; to the members 
of the Legislature and to the Territorial officers one edpy each, 
and two hundred copies to be retained for the use of members 
of future Legislatures, etc., but made no provision for a free 
distribution of a certain number outside of the Territory to 
persons and libraries entitled to them. = 

The Legislature appropriated six thousand dollars to meet 
the expenses of publieatibn, to which Congress subsequently 
added four thousand dollars more, to be drawn and paid over 
subject to the approval of the Governor. 


It was deemed advisable, Congress having contributed so 
liberally in aid of the work, to set aside a certain number of 
the books for the use of the President of the United States, 
members of his Cabinet, heads of Bureaus, the various com- 
mittees of the Senate and House of Representatives, and for 
the use of State and Territorial libraries. I will add that this 
Territory is under obligations to nearly all of the States for law 
reports and other public documents, and..in return for these 
contributions they have requested to be furnished with copies 
of our statutes, legislative documents and such other publica- 
tions as we may have for the use of their libraries, which they 
consider incomplete without them. 


To supply this demand the commission placed in the 
hands of the Secretary of the Territory two hundred copies 
of the compiled laws, with the understanding that the matter 
should be laid before the present Legislature for approval.and~ 
for a further contribution of one hundred copies 40 the same 
object. | 
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In complying with these requests we only liquidate a debt 
which has long been due, and which should have been pro- 
vided for in the bill relating to the compilation of the laws. 

BAIL. 


Under the present practice, parties who are bound over 
for irial not unfrequently escape, and are not to be found 
when their cases are ready for trial. Although bail is thereby 
forfeited, yet the prosecuting officer is obliged to wait until 
the succeeding term of court before he can bring an action 
on the bond, get judgment and collect the money 
This defective bail system is a serious drawback to an efficient 
and prompt execution of the law; beside, it is no uncommon 
thing that, by the time judgment is rendered, no property can 
be found out of which to satisfy the execution. 

The law in respect to bailors should be amended, 
and their liabilities made more specific and positive. 
A liquidated bond should be required by persons who offer 
themselves as surety for others, and a bond on which the 
officers of the court can proceed at once to collect the money, 
if forfeited. Such bonds should be a lien on the real estate 
mentioned therein, and the courts be empowered to issue process 
for the collection of the sum agreed upon, without further 
legal proceedings. 


CHATTEL MORTGAGES. 


A requirement of law is needed which will make it 
obligatory on mortgagees of personal property to record their 
titles in the county where the property is situated. А. pro- 
vision of this kind would afford ample notice to third parties 
of the transaction, and allow the mortgageor to retain posses- 
sion of the property so long as he complies with the conditions 
of his agreement, provided the arrangement is satisfactory to 
the mortgagee. Under present enactment loans made on this 
class of securities are considered insecure, unless the pledge is 
transferred to and remains in the possession of the pledgee. 
The law so modified as to contain the requirement suggested 
would be of service to persons who deal in this kind of se- 


curity and equally advantageous to morigageor and mort-- 


gagee, 
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JUSTICES OF THE PEACE. 


Since the adjournment of the Legislature several vacan- 
cies have'occurred in the office of justice of the peace. These 
offices being elective, and there being no authority for calling 
a special election to fill them, the vacancies remain unfilled 
and are awaiting your action. As there has been a general 
misunderstanding throughout the Territory respecting the law 
which governs in these cases, І cite the provisions of the 
United States Statutes relating thereto: | 


Section 1856 provides, “Justices of the Peace aud general 
officers of the militia in the several Territories shall be elected 
by the people in such manner as the respective Legislatures 
may provide by law." 


бес. 1857.—“ All township, district, and county css. 
except justices of the peace and general officers of the militia, 
shall be appointed or elected in such manner as may be pro- 
vided by the Governor and Legislative Assembly of each 
Territory.” 


‘See. 1858.—“In any of the Territories, whenever a vacancy 
happens from resignation or death, during the recess of the 
Legislative Council,in any office which, under the Organic Act 
of any Territory, is to be filled by appointment of the Gover- 
nor by and with the advice and consent of the Council, the 
Governor shall fill each vacancy, by granting a commis- ‘ 
sion, which shall expire at the end of the next session of the 
Legislative council.” ` 

Although the “Organic Act" providesthat the Governor 
shall commission ali officers who shall be appointed under 
the laws of this Territory, and the Territorial Legislature has 
made provision for filling vacancies in the office of justice of 
the peace by appointment of the County Court, yet both the 
Legislative and Organic Acts contravene the acts of Congress, 
which are of more recent date and control in such cases. 
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STOCK RAISING.

| of one efficient, vigilant officer, for each county, but with 


ES jurisdiction throughout the Territory, whose duty it shall be'to 


pursue, arrest and bring to trial guilty parties, would un- 
‚ doubtedly put an end to annoyances of this kind. 

The measure would probably be more effectiveif it should 
contain a provision Whereby, if any such officer or officers aid, 
‘abet or in any way compromise with persons suspected or 
| guilty of the offence stated, or shall make use of his office for 
any other purpose than that for which it was created, such 
EE oficer or officers shall be punished by fine and for a term in 
ЖЕ the Penitentiary. 


PENITENTIARY, 


| The Penitentiary, for the confinement of persons in the 
| "Territory, is placed by law under the care and control of the 
№ United States Marshal, and he is by the same enactment made 
й warden, subject only to such rules and regulations as 
are prescribed by the Attorney General of the United 
States, This is the law and authority paramount to Territorial 
| enactment on this subject. The compiled laws of Utah pro- 
Vide, by an act approved January 20th, 1860, for a board of 
directors for the Penitentiary, and a subsequent act, approved 
| January 18th, 1861, provides regulations for governing the 


г warden and directors. These Territorial acts are in conflict 


& 
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with congressional legislation and provide a different system 
of government for the Penitentiary from that established by 


` Congress, and should be repealed. Such balances as stand to 


the credit of the Penitentiary fund by virtue of former appro- 


priations, should be transferred and made available for ex- 


penses«under its present management.

several years 


though no such officer has [been known to the 
law. 


Another ehactment provides that, “any person convicted 
by a court of competent jurisdiction, in a Territory, for a vio- 
lation of the laws thereof,and sentenced to imprisonment, may, 


at the cost of such Territory, on such terms and conditions as } 


may be prescribed by the Attorney General, be-received, sub- 


sisted and employed in the Penitentiary during thé term of his } 


imprisonment.” 


There are now .confined in that institution thirty-nine f 
convicts, and the number has averaged twenty-seven for the # 
past year. Uptodate no provision hasbeen made by the Territory 4 
for the expense of maintaining and guarding these convicts 4 
I therefore recommend a suitable appropriation for this } 


purpose. 


COLLECTION OF DEBTS. 


It 15 reasonable to suppose that the more easily and cer- % 
tainly debts can be collected by law, the greater will be the 2 
facilities for effecting loans and obtaining credit. Money will # 
be put in circulation more freely, and the benefit derived from 1 
such а state of affairs will immediately be experienced by the ў 
mercantile and laboring classes. Аз the risks attending the 4 
collection ef money loaned are increased, in the same pro- ў 


portion will the rates of interest increase. 
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The attachment law of the Territory affords very ш-; 


adequate security to creditors, and as à consequence money is 
rarely loaned, except on bond апа mortgagé, or on the pledge 
of collateral securities. 

It is deemed advisable to оа. the attachment law so 
as to afford the necessary remedies in all cases of contract for 
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| the direct payment of money, when the debt is not paid at 
№ maturity. This is the law in California, Nevada and other 
BE States, and while it is but just to creditors, it. will be also à 
@ benefit to those who require credit in their business, by giv- 
P ing them greater facilities for obtaining it at reduced rates of 


| , interest.

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Sec. 209, Compiled Laws of Utah, provides, that the party in 
B whose favor judgment is given, may at any time within three 
BE years after the entry thereof, issue a writ of execution for its

' Sec. 14 of the same law reads: “Actions other than those for

FEES OF JURORS. 


The statutes of the Territory make no provision for the

№ unjust to jurors and a source of embarrassment to the 
‚ Courts. Jurors are required to attend court and they should

` To remunerate the Territory for paying jurors in civil 
cases, I would suggest there be a jury fee taxed as costs § 
in every civil case submitted to a jury. The Marshal ог ў 
other officer collecting such fees should be required to pay | 
them into the Territorial Treasury. A practice similar to | 
this has been adopted in some of the States and, I am in- | 
formed, gives entire satisfaetion. | | 

An appropriation amply sufficient to pay all jury fees j 
should be made by the Legislature. As mattersnow stand ; 
Territorial scrip can be bought on- the streets at from forty | 
to sixty cents on the dollar, so that the juror receives when 
attending on criminal cases only about one-half the pay al- | 


_ lowed by law. 


The plaintiff in any civil action or proceeding should | 
be held responsible to the officers for their fees. If | 
judgment is recovered against the defendant, these fees are 
taxed as costs of suit and the plaintiff is thereby remun- 
erated, provided the defendant is able to respond, but if not, 
the plaintiff should lose the fees rather than the officers of 
the court, who have earned them at bis instance. Sucha | 
law would make parties more cantiousin bringing suits and | 
in compelling their services when there are no funds or | 
property in the possession of the defendant which can be § 
reached by an execution. To provide for such contingen- B 
cies Г would. therefore recommend that the costs of suit be 
taxed to and paid by the plaintiff whether he "prevails in his Ё 
action or not. If he does prevail, then he will have ай ехеса- B 
tion for the amount of his judgment and costs against the | 
defendant. боа 


SILK. 


The silk culture is attracting some attention in the Ter- 
ritory, and it has now been demonstrated by actual experi- 
ment that our elimate and soil are admirably adapted. to 
the mulberry tree and the production of silk. It is believed 
this will be a profitable industry: It requires but small 
capital to engage in it, and it is especially suited to persons of

limited means who desire to make safe investments and are 
satisfied with reasonable returns for their labor. - The silk 
which has been produced so far is of good quality and the 
manufactured fabrics are of an excellent and substantial 
character. If any legislation is deemed necessary to foster 
this branch of home industry, I hope you will not fail to

| MARRIAGE.

Provision shculd be made whereby the marriage cere- 


E mony may be performed by persons authorized by law to do 


№ so. The statutes are ominously silent on this important 
| subject. It is usual elsewhere to confer such authority upon 
; magistrates, executive officers and clergymen of all relig- 
| 1003 denominations. “I should be gratified to see a law of 
| that kind prevail in this Territory, with a requirement that 
‚ all marriages shall be made a matter of public record, and , 
| that parties who perform these ceremonies shall furnish the 
recorder with a certificate containing the names and ages of 
all persons united by them in marriage. 


CRIMINAL PRAOTICE ACT, 


Previous to the meeting of the last Legislative Assem- 
| bly, the members of the Bar and other leading citizens of 
$ this city, composed of both parties, held a meeting called 
B for the purpose of appointing committees who should draft 
E such Jaws, to be presented to the members of the Legisla- 


E ture, as ће imperative necessity seemed to demand in this 


| Territory. Among others, a committee consisting of two 


B leading attorneys was appointed to prepare a penal code 


E and a criminal practice act. They attended faithfully to the 
‚ duties assigned them, adopting for their guide, so far as 
| practicable, the California Code. І called the attention of 
the Assembly to these measures when it convened, and 
E urged their passage. The recommendation was adopted so 
№ far as to passa penal code, which was modeled after the 
| California system and which ¢ defined numerous offenses and 
affixed to them appropriate penalties but, for some reason 

| unexplained, the Legislature failed to enact a code of pro- 
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cedure for the courts in criminal cases, except such as are 
held by justices of the peace. | 

While our courts are still left to the guidance of the 
common law methods, which are uncertain and often contra- 
dictory, and the mode of procedure in criminal cases varies 
with the opinions of the judges who preside over them, 
nothing is settled and determ ined, nor can it be under the 


ptesent provisions of the law. The rule laid down by one | 


judge i is changed by lis successor, and persons accused of 
crime are tried by no well-settled, or clearly defined princi- 
ples of law. This constantly varying practice is not only 
unjust to the courts but prejudicial to the rights of the 
accused who is on trial. This loose system of criminal 
procedure is wrong in every respect and should receive your 
immediate attention. In cases where parties are convicted 
of murder in the first degree, a doubt exists whether the 
judge has authority under the statütes to pronounce sen- 
tence upon them, and whether, by law, there is even any 
punishment. The difficulty arises from the fact that, while 
the Legislature adopted that portion of the California code 
which enacts the penalty of death in cases of murder, it 


failed to adopt the other portion of the code which provides ; 


a method for executing the sentence. There is now in tlie 
Territory a case of murder involving this very difficulty, 
which has gone to our Supreme Court on appeal, and which 


will probably be carried to the Supreme Court of the United 


States in order to settle this mooted question. 


| DIVORCE. 


In my message two years ago I referred to the law of 1 


divorce, specified some of its objectionable features, and re- 


quested to have it revised but, as the matter was not acted § 
upon at that time, I present it again, trusting you will not | 
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4 324) journ without adopting a well-considered bill and such as 
$ $ wil throw around marriage all the necessary safeguards. 
4 The practice in vogue in our Probate Courts is to exer- 
cise jurisdiction in divorce suits over parties whether they 
reside within or without the Territory; and in numerous 
instances these cases have been decided without giving the 
defendants the usual notice, thereby depriving them of an 
$ opportunity to be heard, however meritorious may have been 
А their defence. Icannot present the case now more pointedly 


№ таз then said: “ By an Act of Congress our Probate Courts 
Shave jurisdiction over suits for divorce, but Congress in- 
Miended, no doubt, such jurisdiction should be exercised 
@ with caution and carefully gnarded by Territorial statutes. 
Ж Тһе law is defective and should be modified. " The 
Blaws of Utah allow divorce to parties not residing in 
Ethe Territory, by showing to the. satisfaction of the Court 
Ethe complainant wishes to become a resident. . To prevent 
Ban abuse of the law I recommend-thé statutes be so amended 
Газ to require of the complainant in any case for divorce an 
actual bona fide residence of one year, prior to the commence- 
ment of suit, іп the county or district in which legal-pro- 
[ceedings are instituted." The law is so loose in its provi- 
‘sions as to invite an illicit practice, which has recently been 
carried on to an alarming extent and brought disgrace alike 
upon the Territory and those engaged in procuring divorces. 
[The sooner you act in the premises tbe sooner Utah will be 
relieved of the odium of these unsavory proceedings.

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system of marriage has continued here for thirty years, and 
for fifteen years in violation of law. In all the States and 1 
Territories except Utah it is considered а’ grave offense and |

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The appropriation of $11,000 “for compensation of Clerks of the 


District Courts, and Jurors and Witnessess in Criminal Cases, arising '

I have not given the full detail of the payment of these appropria- 
tions, namely, every individual to whom payment was made, as I did in 
my last report, for the reason that it would swell this report to ав ex- 
traordinary length. A full detailed statement would fill thirty-seven 
pages, and I concluded that to detail by Abstracts would answer ali 
necessary purposes, inasmuch as each Abstract, with aceompauying 
paid;Court Certificates, willbe kept on file in this office,

. In January, 1871, under the auspices of the Deseret 
Agricultural and Manufacturing Society, a meeting was 
called of the citizens of Salt Lake County and vicinity, to 
take into consideration the subject of the importation of 
the Italian bee, fish culture and the kindréd subjects.

The President laid before the meeting the subject of 
bee culture, and advised that immediate steps be taken to 
accomplish the object of the same, which was referred to 
a committee.

selves like a ship at sea, without compass or rudder, and 
not a star to be seen. Under these circumstances, we con- 
cluded to paddle our own canoe to the East, in search of 
light. То accomplish this, the Directors advised the pro- 
curing of small fry, shad, eels, catfish and seed oysters. _ 

On the 8th of July, 1871, I started for the East, in 
company with Mr. Seth Green, of Rochester, N. Y., who 
kindly aided me by his counsel and history of his practical 
knowledge in the science of Pisciculture. | 

On leaving Rochester, I contracted with him for 1,000 
small fry catfish, to be in readiness on my return, Onthe 
12th I continued my journey to Holyoke, on the Connecti- 
cut river in Massachusetts. Here I contracted with Mr. 
Smith for 1,0co small-fry silver eels, and some shad, to bein 
readiness on my return, 

I then proceeded to Boston, Mass., in pursuit of seed 
oysters. Oystermen informed me that the weather was too 
warm to ship at present, that the right time would be late in 
the fall or winter. 

I then started fer Long Island; М. Ү„ and contracted 
for seed oysters, to be shipped with the last emigration 
company bound for Utah, which was to start about the 
Ist of November, 

At the time appointed, two barrels were ready for 
shipment at New York. Owing to the weather being un- 
usually warm, at that time, it was deemed unsafe to ship them, 
accordingly, they were otherwise disposed of, .and the 
money readily returned. These two attempts to obtain 
oysters proved a failure, also the attempt to import catfish, 
for on my return to Rochester, Mr. Green had the 1,000 
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small-fry catfish in readiness. Some of them were already 
dead, and the remainder died in a few days. Ж: 

On my return trip, I notified the several parties with 
whom I had contracted for small-fry, the’ time of. my ex- 
pected arrival at the previously appointed places. 

On my arrival at Holyoke, I found a few shad in readi- 
ness, all of which died in transit. There were also 1,000 
silver eels in readiness, they stood the journey very well 
for about three days and a half, when I gave them a change 
of water from a railroad cistern, after which they died very , 
rapidly, until I arrived at Green River, when I gave theni 
water from this stream, it soon revived them, and no more 
died in transit. : | 

On my journey east I formed the acquaintance of sev- 
eral Piscatorials, and visited their establishments, where I 
obtained much valuable information.

May, 1872. It is now spawning time for trout. I am 
constantly on the watch for them on the spawning beds, 
but, as in 1871, watched in vain. There are no signs of 
spawning. No small-fry this year; poor encouragement; 
untiring patience is nearly exhausted, when to my relief, 
some friend in Pisciculture sent me a book on fish cul- 
ture, in which I find a statement that in spawning season 
the male trout go to the headwaters from four to seven 
days before the female. This solves the problem, why my 
trout did not spawn last year and this. I was on the head- 
waters before the female arrived, consequently, caught 
nothing but male fish, and none of them would spawn. 
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I have now learned the third lesson, above referred to, 
perfectly. | 20 

Had I been skilled in the science, I would have known 
a male fish from a female, but dear-bought. experience 
taught me a good lesson, a lesson that other inexperi- 
enced pisciculturists have learned at about the same cost, -

Gentlemen—I herewith submit the second report, as 
Superintendent of the Piscatorial interests of Utah: 

In 1874 I received 40,000 salmon eggs from 
McCloud River, California, through the politeness of Prof. 
Baird, О. S. Commissioner of Fish and Fisheries. There 
was a very successful hatch, the product of which was 
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turned into the public streams, with the exception of a 
dozen fish. Those retained spawned in the summer of 
1875. ; 
In October, 1874, I received the apportionment for 
Utah of salmon eggs—200,000—from the United htates 
Commissioner, from which we obtained an extraordinary 
good hatch, it being about ninety-three per cent. These 
were, with the exception of a few hundred, put into the 
tributaries of the Jordan River. : | 

In 1875 I received, from the same source, the Utah 
apportionment of {160,000 salmon eggs. By estimate, 
about seventy-five per cent, of these were hatched, which 
are now on hand, and are about two months old, and 
ready for distribution in the public waters. 

I respectfully suggest that you recommend in your 
report to the Legislative Assembly, now in session, that 
when they make provision by law for the distribution of 
the small fry on hand, that they also make some ar- 
rangements for the hatching and distributing of any 
apportionment that may hereafter be assigned to Utah. 

I have promptly complied with the request of the 
United States Commissioner to forward him a report of 
the success of the hatch, on each shipment; also giving 
facts in relation to fish culture in Utah. Am 

I hereby acknowledge the receipt of drafts on the 
Territorial Treasurer from the Auditor of Public Accounts, 
for two hundred dollars ($200'00) in part payment for 
the package, express charges, etc., on eggs received. 

In June, 1875, I received a complimentary package 
of small fry shad of 5,000 from the Hudson River, New 
York, through the politeness of Mr. Livingston Stone, 
Deputy United States Fish Commissioner. They arrived 
in good condition, and were placed in the Jordan River, 
near Jordan bridge, in Salt Lake City, The following 
year one was was caught with hook and line; it was about 
three inches long, and is the only one I have seen or heard 
of. In June, 1874, I received a barrel of seed oysters 
and a pair of lobsters, from the Atlantic Coast, through 
the politeness of the California State Fish Commissioner; 
they were deposited in five different places in the waters of 
Great Salt Lake, at points where the fresh water comes in.

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Two deposits were made in fresh water, but most 


Й if not all, died. Those deposited in salt or brackish 
№ water lived for a few weeks, but subsequently all died, 


| supposed to have died from the effects of the deposits 
from the mountain streams which buried them. I have no 


E knowledge of any of them being preserved. 


4 In July, 1872, I imported to Utah soo silver eels, 
B taken from the Connecticut River, near Holyoke, Mass. 
| Two of them were seen the Spring following, near where 
| they were deposited. -From that time I neither saw or 
| heard anything of them until the Spring of 1875, at which 
M time one of them was caught near the mouth of Provo 
| River. It was about two feet three inches long, and weighed 
= two pounds and ten ounces. It was returned to the stream. 
| Soon after another' was found on the shore of Salt Lake, 
| n Davis County, about the same size as the one named 
| iabove; and subsequently a third was found in Jordan 
| River, below Salt Lake City. Many of the salmon which 
were turned into the public streams, have been seen and 
caught in Salt Lake County. Putting fish’ into the public 
B streams is like “casting bread upon the waters, to be found 
| after many days." 
I have frequently been in correspondence with Profes- 
| sor Baird and Mr. Stone, on the subject of fish culture, and 
В from them have obtained much valuable information. They 
| express their belief that fish culture in Utah will be a suc- 
| cess, as well as in other parts of the Union. 
| If the Legislative Assembly wish to replenish the de- 
; populated public streams with valuable food fish, the United 
| States Fish Commissioner has proved himself interested on 
| the subject, and is only waiting suitable arrangements on 
the part ofthe Legislature to meet the expense of package, 
express charges, etc., and order of distribution.

Gentlemen—l herewith submit my biennial report of 
the Piscatorial interests of Utah. Two thousand of thesmall 
fry salmon, referred to in my last report, dated Jan. rsth, 
1876, were deposited in June following, by Wilford Wood- 
` ruff, in the tributary of Upper Bear River, in Rich County; 
the remainder in Mill Creek, a tributary of Jordan River, 
which carries the waters of Utah Lake, in Utah County, to 
Salt Lake, in бай Lake County, September, 1876. 1 
received the Utah apportionment of salmon eggs, 50,000, 
from the U. S. Commissioner on Fish and Fisheries. They 
were in good order, and were immediately placed in the 
hatching trough. About twenty per cent of the spawn 
were unimpregnated. Five per cent of the small fry 
hatched were cripples. The hatching was completed in 
twenty days; most of the small fry computed by estimate 
instead of by count. The distribution was as follows:

One can of the fry, shipped to Juab County, was de- 
layed in transit eight hours, in consequence of which ninety 
per cent. died. Some ofthe shipments had no dead ones 
in the cans when planted. Two and a half was the largest 
per centage reported dead, except the lot shipped to Juab 
County, as above referred to.

. On Monday, Nov. 6th, at 6 o'clock a.m., I started my 
team: with 11,000 fry for Rich County; made arrangements 
previously, by telegraph to Gen. Rich, as contemplated. at 
the last interview with Mr. Woodruff. On the Ist inst., 
weather very cold inthe mountains, traveling bad. Water 
froze in the cans’ in a few minutes, Team arrived. at 
Echo at 5 a.m. Tuesday. On arriving at Hanging Fork 
the teamster concluded that he could not make Evanston- 
at 12 o'clock, noon, the time appointed. He had instruc- 
tions from me before he started, that if, when he arrived. 
at Echo, the time was too far spent to таке Evanston at 
r2 o'clock, noon, he was toleave the team and take the. 
railroad cars with the freight. At Hanging Rock he left his 
team and did as I had directed him. He arrived at Evans- 
ton at 1 p.m., one hour behind time. Не reported that he 
could neither see or hear from Gen Rich. He left the 
cans on the platform two hours and a half, then removed 
them to the river for convenience of changing the water. 
Not finding Gen. Rich, at about 5 p.m. he put the fry 
in Bear River, above the dam. Found but.very few dead.

there about 1 o'clock a.m. Wednesday. "o 


I have since learned that Gen. Rich-was at Evanston at 
the time appointed, and looked for the fry at the passen- 
ger depot instead of thejfreight, hence the connection was 
not made. Nevertheless, the fry was all deposited in the 
river as contemplated, but not in the several points de- 
sired, Sep. 29th, 1877, [ received 100,000 salmon eggs from 
the United States Hatching Station, on McCloud River, 
California, as Utah’s apportionment, Бу О. .5. Commis- 
sioner, Professor Baird, They arrived in due time and in 
good order, and-were forthwith deposited in the hatching 
troughs. Several circumstances intervened which materi- 
ally affected the hatching and preservation of the small 


fry; first—the unimpregnated portion of the eggs was ` 


about twenty-five per cent; second—a raid:of muskrats 
disturbed the hatching water, which caused a 
rile that destroyed a portion of the eggs; 
third—muskrats burrowed through into the  hatch- 
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ing-house, and destroyed a portion of the small fry. 
The damage sustained in the last six weeks by the musk- 
rats has been far mare than the aggregate damage for the 
last six years. About the rst of October the muskrats 
came down the canal by thousands, as though from an 
inexhaustible source, like the raid of rabbits in Millard 
County, or the squirrels in Morgan County, or grasshop- 
pers from the north; several hundreds have been trapped 
or shot in the vicinity. There is more damage done by 
their burrowing into the ponds, thereby letting the water 
and fish out, than by what they devour; fourtli—one of 
the hatching troughs sprung a leak, through |which many 
escaped and drifted into the pond below, and perhaps 
many drifted through the screens, out to the Canal, and 
from thence into Mill Creek. Ofthose hatched 2,000 were 
deposited in the Jennings Pond Davis County; 4,000 were 
shipped to Box Elder County, but were detained one day 
in the transit, consequently all died; 16,000 were put in 
Mill Creek, a tributary of Jordan River, the remainder are 
in the nursery pond on the farm awaiting further distri- 
bution, 

The National Government іп its apportionment, and 
works on the subject of fish culture, has taken the lead, 
and is untiring in extending aid and encouragement to 
States that are provided with State Commissioners., 

The Territorial Government of Utah has not pro- 
vided by law for fish commissioners, nevertheless, the U. S. 
Commission has recognized the Superintendent of Zion’s 
Co-operative Fish Association as an agent entrusted with ' 
the Piscatorial interests of Utah, and furnished an appor- 
tionment of salmon eggs from the U. S. hatching station 
on the McCloud River, California, from time to time. A 
report of the several hatches, and distribution of the small 
fry, has been made to the proper department in Washing- 
ton, D. C. 

. . Tt is a conceded fact, that the wild game of a country 
is the property of the government of that country; as such : 
it is, or should be, under the fostering care and protection 
of the law. On the landing of the Pilgrims at Plymouth 
Rock, in Massachusetts, and for more than a hundred 
years after game and fish were so abundant that the neces-

(planted in the public waters. The amount of aid received 
from the Territorial Government, up to this date, is four 
hundred dollars ($400.00). .

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it is practically inoperative. ‘Since the law was repealed 
constituting the selectmen of each County ex-officio fish 
commissioners for their respective Counties, and defining 
their duties, there is no officer specially provided to have 
charge or jurisdiction in relation to the execütion of the 
laws, hence, the laws are not complied with as they properly 
would be under the former law, therefore, I: respectfully 
suggest that the law be revived. | 
The development of the mineral resources of Utah 
is calculated to materially affect the spawning and-maturing 
of all fish in the streams of mining districts, hence, the 
more necessity of artificial propagation and planting of 
small fry in streams not affected by the mining operations.

7 ©The Salt Lake City trout ponds are fed by springs 
and spring streams, which contain the ciEAREsT and 
PUREST water that I have ever seen. Indeed, in these re- 
spects the water is very extraordinary. It-will run for 
six moriths without depositing sediment or growing fungus. ' 
Watercress and other water plants grow in this water 
with a rankness and luxuriance that is wonderful, ` Al- ` 
though the water must contain alkali, it is vastly superior 
to any water that I have ever seen on the Atlantic or the 
Pacific Slopes for breeding and rearing trout. 

“ There is a fine lot of the native Utah trout at ‘ this 
establishment, which is confined at present to the hatch- 
ing and rearing of the native varieties, viz: Utah moun- 
tain trout and Utah Lake trout. The place is carried on 
by the Mormon superintendent of fisheries, Mr. A. P.

We have been diligently engaged in eliciting facts as 
required by you, and have received evidence tending to 
show, among other things, that certain expenses pertaining 
to the Penitentiary, and the convicts there incarcerated, 
have been paid by the United States in part, and in part

TRIBUTE OF RESPECT TO THE MEMORY OF 
THE LATE HON. BRIGHAM YOUNG, 
FOUNDER, AND THE FIRST 
GOVERNOR OF UTAH. 


On the 28th of August, 1877, the death of this good and 
great man transpired. “Impressed with a deep sense of the 
magnitude of the loss sustained through this melancholy 
dispensation of Providence, not only by this Legislative As- 
sembly and the people of Utah, but also by our nation and the 
whole ciyilized world, we offer this Tribute of Respect to the 
illustrious dead. 
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As a veteran champion in promoting the good and happi- ' 
ness of universal humanity, and as an earnest, faithful advo- 
cate for justice and the equal rights of man, Brigham Young 
has stood шаис without а rival In breaking the long 
impenetrable solitude of this previously unexplored región, by 
forming an oasis in this great American Desert, he succeeded 
in accomplishing a work of vast importance in the interest of 
our National Government. Under his leadership numerous 
settlements were organized and established in these isolated 
valleys, marking an event which the future historian will re- 
cord as having been one of immense importance in securing the 
greater stability and prosperity of our American, Goyernment, 
by forming a connecting link between the East and West, thus 
rendering practicable, at an early period, the commencement 
and completion of our great national highway. Long before 
the authorities at Washington considered this project of a rail- 
-road feasible, Governor Young, with the Legislature of the 
Legislature of the Territory, petitioned Congress to adopt 
measures for this purpose, and when Government inaugurated 
this movement, it was through the influence of Brigham 
Young that à contract was engaged and completed by the citi- 
zens of this Territory of more than one hundred miles of the 
most difficult portion of this stupendous enterprise. 

In that unparalleled exodus from Nauvoo to these Rocky 
Mountains, leading a people who had been ostracized from 
their homes, and seeking for them a shelter from the bloody 
hand of persecution, here in a desolate wilderness, unknown to 
civilization, Brigham Young has exhibited courage, determin- 
ation, and prescience of an extraordinary character, eliciting 
our highest praise and admiration. His affectionate and fath- 
erly counsels and administrations, sharing, with his people 
their fatigues and privations, cheerfully sacrificing his personal 
interest to promote that of the whole; adopting measures for 
the good of each and all, during that soul-trying pilgrimage, 
has clearly manifested to the impartial observer, that he was 
actuated by a spirit of a higher order than is commonly attri- 
buted to our greatest philanthropists. 7 

His intercourse with the original claimants of these inter- 
ior wilds, has ever been peaceful and upright,so much so as to 
call forth the expression, in the highly figurative language of 
the red man, “ Brigham always talks to us with one tongue.” 
Mr. Young’s motto was, in regard to the mode of treating the 
Indian, “2% «s cheaper to feed than to fight him.” THis just and 
humane policy toward the “Children of the Forest;” not only 
while acting in his official capacity as Superintendent of In- 
dian Affairs, but, during his entire public life, has been such 
as the American Government would do well to imitate. 
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His veneration for the sacred Constitution of the United 
States, which our noble, patriotie forefathers framed by in- 
spiration of the Almighty, never wavered, even, when through 
mal-administration: it ceased to afford him protection; but 
here, on Mexican soil, upon his arrival with his company of 
Pioneers, the “dear old flag” was hoisted to the breezé. His 
feelings are properly expressed in the following extract from 
one of our poets: | | 


There came a time we shall remember well, 
Beneath the Stars and Stripes we could not dwell; 
We had to flee, but in our hasty flight, 

We grasped the flag with more than mortal might ; 
Resolved that though our foes should us bereave 
Of home and wealth, cur flag we would not leave, 
We took the flag, and journeying to the West, 

We wore its motto graven on each breast. 


A Provisional Government being zequisite, until Congress . 
should otherwise provide, on the 12th of March, 1849, Brig- 
ham Young was elected Governor of the then named 
State of Deseret; and February 3d, 1851, he took the oath of 
office, as Governor of the Teritory of Utah—Commander-in- 
chief of the Militia, and Superintendent of Indian Affairs, to 
which positions he had been appointed by President Millard 
Fillmore. He performed the duties of those offices with integ- 
rity and marked ability until in the Spring of 1858, he was su- 
perseded by Governor Alfred Cummings. : 

It was the intuitive mind of Brigham Young that suggest- 
ed the philanthropic and gigantic system of a Perpetual Emi- 
gration Fund to emigrate the poor from foreign countries, by 
the operation of which millions of dollars have been collected. 
and appropriated. “Тһе thousands of cheerful and happy 
homes, now the individual property of those thus assisted, are 
telling testimonials of his wonderful skill and ability as a ju- 
dicial and successful colonizer. His masterly statesmanship is 
practically exhibited in uniting harmoniously a numerous 
people of different habits, customs and languages, gathered 
from almost every civilized nation. | | 

As a public benefactor, he labored incessantly to promote 
the interest of the people of this Territory by encouraging 
agriculture and various kinds of useful mechanism, opening 
roads, erecting mills and factories, and aiding with his in- 
fluence and means in building several important railroads in 
our Territory. 

The introduction of the network of telegraph lines, open- 
ing direct communication with our numerous settlements, is 
another evidence of his beneficence and public enterprise. 
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With pe far-seeing eye fixed on the future prosperity of 
Utah, he not only urged the necessity of becoming seif-sustain- 
ing by creating home industries but, accomplished much by 
importing useful machinery; also in cultivating the mulberry

^" . То the poor, he has truly been the “good Samaritan,” 


In promoting education by the establishment of schools. 
—both of the primary and higher departments,—he has been 
untiring in his efforts, and unsparing in his means. Besides 
establishing the “Brigham Young Academy,’ now ih success- 
ful operation in Provo City, he has made large investments for 
educational purposes in other directions. | 

During his earthly earreer, his trust in, devotion to, and 
reliance on God, has been a striking characteristic. | 

But he has gone! ‘In his death the world bas lost a mas- | 
ter spirit and mankind a, friend. As the mortal remains of 
this great champion in the cause of humanity lay in state, the 
vast multitude that came to obtain a parting view of the gen- 
ialface, formed a striking testimonial of the deep thrill of 
anxiety and grief which stirred the hearts of thousands; while 
the mournful refrain was wafted through the civilized world. 

With the pure diamond of genuine love, the name of 
Brigham Young is indelibly engraven on the hearts of his 
people; and his long life of undeviating integrity, replete with 
deeds of beneficence and philanthropy is, іо his memory, a 
magnificent and imperishable monument.

Rulers and Judges in Israel. 


Third, That there was no distinction, in the Divine 
Law, in the inheritance of property, between Polygamic 
and Monogamic children. ' 


Fourth, That the Law of God emphatically declares 
the marriage ordinance to be'a Divine ordinance, as is 
most clearly expressed in the following quotation: 


“What God hath joined together,” etc. 


Millions of Christians, among civilized. nations, are 
unwilling to receive this holy sacrament, and enter into 
its sacred bonds, only upon conditions that the solemn 
rites connected with the ordinance should be adminis- 
tered by their own regularly ordained ecclesiastical au-

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thorities, being exercised with the? same conscientious 
and religious -views which they have in regard to other 
religious sacraments. An overwhelming majority of the 
people - of this Territory, like other religious bodies, be- 
lieve in the divinity of the marriage ordinance. They also 
conscientiously’ and religiously believe in both forms or 
conditions of Scriptural marriage, namely, the Monogamic 
and Polygamic, and desire to practise the same, accord-

Gentlemen—Your Special Committee, to whom was 
referred the matter of the investigation of Judicial Ex- 
penses, now report that we һауе examined a number of 
witnesses, and have used all means available in eliciting 
information on the subjects referred to us, and from the 
testimony taken we find the following facts: ‚ 

Thatin the first Judicial District there- have been fines 
assessed amouriting to $660.00, and recognizances forfeited 
amounting to $3,300.00. Of these amounts there has 
been collected $90000, which amount was paid to U. S. 
Marshal Nelson. 

In the Second Judicial District we have been unable to 
learn the amount of fines assessed, the amount of forfeited 
recognizances, is $500 оо. The amount collected in said 
District is $98.35, which the clerk claims he has credited 
to the Territory in his personal account—your committee 
have failed to learn by what authority. ' 

In the Third Judicial District the amount of fines as- 
sessedis $589.00. The recognizances forteited, $1000.00. 

Your committee have been unable to ascertain the 
amount collected, but do find that the parties fined were 
committed to the custody of U. S. Marshal Nelson, until 
such fines were paid, and have been discharged from cus- 
tody. | 

The committee further find that on the 19th day of 
January. 1878, after your committee had commenced their 
investigations, William Nelson, the U. S, Marshal, render- 
ed the Third District Court certain accounts against the 
Territory of Utah, for supplies for the Utah Penitentiary, 
and for carpets and ice for offices and Court Room, and 
for other similar expenses, amounting to $1,338.13, in 
which3said account he admits having received from fines 
and forfeited recognizances amounting to $1240.00, and 
on said day the said Third District Court “ordered that 
the;said accounts be and are hereby approved." And we 
further find that no appropriation whatever has been made 
{орау any items of the before-named accounts. 
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Your committee have examined several witnesses on: 


. the subject of Penitentiary supplies and expenses, to as- 
. certain whether any of these accounts were properly and 


justly chargeable to the Territory; but were beset with diffi- 
culties at almost every step, as the witnesses, in nearly 
every instance, testified that they had been paid therefor, 
and had signed vouchers to the United States Treasury. 
In some cases the vouchers were signed entirely blank, in 
other cases one voucher was filled in, and the duplicate 
and triplicate signed blank, and in many cases the vouch- 
ers were for accounts far in excess of the money paid. 

We have avoided, as much as possible, inquiry into 
matters for which the United States had paid, deeming 
it beyond our jurisdiction, but we found that Marshal 
Nelson had so mixed up Territorial with United States 
expenditures that it was impossible to learn anything of 
Territorial matters without more or less inquiring into 
what had been paid by the U. S, Treasurer. 

Your committee learning that the Congressional com- 
míttee on Expenditures in the Judiciary department had 
commenced an investigation of Marshal Nelson's accounts, 
and fearing that our motives might be misconstrued, 
should we prosecute further inquiry in that regard, ceased 
investigating this matter further, and can only report that 
in our judgment U. S. Marshal Wm. Nelson has misap- 
propriated Territorial funds to the amount of at least 
$1,240, and that sum is now justly due the Territorial 
Treasury from him. * 

Your committee, are informed that Marshal Nelson 
has resigned, and that he has not sufficient property within 
the Territory from which the said amount might be raised 
on the execution of any judgment, and in view ot these 
facts, and the further fact that the U. S. Marshal of Utah 
gives bonds only to the U. 5., we recommend that your 
honorable body communicate with the Attorney General 
of the United States, requesting him to deduct the said 
amount from any moneys that may be found due from the 
U. 8. to the said Marshal Nelson, to be paid into the trea- 
sury of-the Territory of Utah. There was also evidence 
before us showing that there were many irregularities in 
the disbursement of U. 5, funds for court purposes, which 
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in view of the congressional investigation we deem it inex- 
pedient to report, and also ask for the same reason to be 
excused from reporting the names of those witnesses sum- 
moned before us who declined to answer our questions. 

Your committee further report that the evidence be- 
fore us tends to show that the same expenses insome cases 
have been paid by the United States, and also have been 
paid by, or-are charged to, the Territory of Utah, and that 
many expedients have been employed to increase fees, and 
that, as the offices of Territorial and District Attorneys have 
been abolished by act of Congress, the Territory has no 
means of being represented in the court for the examina- 
tion of any accóunt or otherwise. 

We further find that accounts have been brought into 
court and approved by the courts of the T'erritory without 
any examination whatever, except that the officer claiming 
the fees has sworn to their correctaess. In our opinion 
it is impossible to determine what portion of the expenses 
of court is justly chargeable to the Territory unless some 
system can be devised and adopted whereby the disburs- 
ing officers of the Territory can have an opportunity of, in 
some manner, inquiring into and examining claims, Your 
committee recommend that the Auditor of Public Accounts 
be authorized and instructed not to audit any account 
whatever of court expenses until after such account shall 
have been examined and approved “Бу counsel to be em- 
ployed by him, or if disapproved by counsel to have been 
retaxed in the proper court, and that, whatever appropria- 
tion may be made for future .expenses, it be made 
one-fourth for the expenses of the First District Court, 
one-fourth for expenses of Second.District Court, and one- 
half for the expenses of the Third District Court, and ask 
to be discharged from further service in this regard.

The Chancellor's Report, in referring to Normal 
Students who have attended the institution, says their 
tuition, “at regular rates would amount to $3,840 or very 
nearly the amount of the appropriation made for the In- 
stitution.” In recurring to this subject he further adds, 
"At an early day the students in this department made a 
requisition on the University for text books, amounting to 
about seven hundred dollars, which I did not consider 
was contemplated by the Legislative Assembly, but only 
the free use of the Library, Maps, Charts, etc." 

Again it reters to an unwarranted report and a falling 
off in this department during the first half of the 
year, &c. 

The language of the law making the appropriation is 
as follows, to wit: “Five thousand dollars annually to 
the University of Deseret, to be drawn by, and expended 
under the direction of the Chancellor and Board of Re- 
gents; Provided, that forty pupils annually shall be in- 
structed free of charge, for tuition. books or apparatus, 
for one year in the Normal Department of said Uni- 
versity.” | 22 24 
It may well be doubted whether the Chancellor,in his 
construction of this law, has correctly apprehended its true 
intent, inasmuch as the"Library, Maps and Charts” of the 
Institution were understood to be free to all students, and 
your committee are of opinion that the demand made by 
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the Normal students for text books was the result of a 
general understanding of the Members of the Legislature 
andthe view of County Superintendents who nominated 
these pupils. The disappointment resulting from failure 
to supply text books, produced a temporary falling off in 
that department. The financial exhibit of the University 
shows the Institution has liabilities amounting to $13,893.78 
and assets as follows: Auditor’s warrants, $13,425.00, 
and tuition fees uncollected $2,083.00 —$15,508.00. Тһе 
warrants are deposited in bank as collateral for money 
loaned, as the Chancellor says “оп the credit of the Terri- 
tory,” and the interest paid is $2,665.35, and balance of 
interest due on the cash loaned $1,207.00, and we аге 
asked to appropriate to cover the: interest or the depre- 
ciation of Auditor’s Warrants. Your committee are of 
opinion that the Territory cannot afford to establish such 
a precedent as it would open a door for all parties, past 
and present, holding claims or,Auditor’s Warrants to de- 
mand like indemnity, and we fail to perceive that it is 
under any greater obligation in this matter to the Uni- 
versity than to District Schools or other claimants. 


We therefore,deem the standing appropriation ample 
and should be used with theWarrants on hand to discharge 
the debts of the Institution, and fulfil the conditions re- 
quired in thelaw in favor of Normal students, and if the 
Revenue Bill now with the Executive is approved, super- 
ceding that appropriation, we recommend to include in 
the General Appropriation Bill of this Assembly $2,000, 
to be drawn by'the Chancellor for general expenses of 
the University, and $5,200, or so much thereof as may be 
necessary for Tuition, Text Books and Incidentals for 
Normal Students who may be selected pursuant to Sec- 
tion 608 of Compiled Laws of Utah, to be paid by the 
Auditor of Public Accounts on orders signed by such 
students, and countersigned by the President of the 
Faculty, Provided not more than $25.00 each shall be paid 


the students respectively and the regular rates of their 
tuition to the University.

Sir—I liave the honor to inform you that I am un- 
able to approve (H. F. 21), entitled “An Act to Pro- 
vide Revenue for the Territory of Utah and the several 
Counties thereof," for the following reasons: 


First. The mining industry of the Territory is of . 
the greatest importance to its present and future pros- 
perity. It would be quite impossible to'assess the mines 
in such a manner as to secure uniformity, which is the 
cardinal principle in all taxation. The business is spec- 
ulative and subject to great chances; mines, appearing 
valuable to-day, prove valueless tomorrow. Where 
products of value are realized, the proceeds go to en- 
rich the fortunate miner, who is taxable upon his wealth. 
Thus the Territorial revenues will be enhanced in exact 
proportion as the industry is fostered, while, at the same 
time, the burdens fall where they justly belong. As yet, 
the mines in this Territory are in their infancy, and a . 
comparatively slight revenue could be derived from 
them under any system of taxation. 

Second. Property should be listed, assessed and 
taxed, as it exists, is owned and valued upon some given 
day. The work of assessing must necéssarilyp consume 
considerable time. During that time the title to much 
of the taxable property will be shifting. If no 
date be fixed, much property will inevitably be listed, 
assessed and taxed more than once, which should be 
avoided. 

Third. Justice seems to require that debts should be 
deducted from credits, else the tax-payer is assessed upon 
more than he should be required to pay taxes upon. 
The ВШ as submitted provides for double taxation, 
though probably unintentionally, which is an objection 
of the gravest character: 
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Fourth. Taxing real estate and at the same time 
money loaned and secured by mortgage on the same 
real estate, amounts to double taxation to the value of 
the loan. If the mortgage is taxed, it will operate as a 
double taxation! of the owner of the real estate, for the 
reason that the money loaner will exact agreem ents and 
covenants from the borrower to pay the tax, or will 
refuse to make the loan Such a provision would there- 
fore operate oppressively upon the debtor, or borrow- 
ing class. p 

Fifth. It'is thought improper to apply the provisions 
for the collection of taxes to euch as are now delinquent, in 
other words, to give the Act а retro-active operation. 
Much property must have changed hands with a view to 
the law as it has stood for years, and much confusion, if 
not injustice, would result if the law as to collection of 
such delinquent taxes should now be changed. . 

For the above, among other reasons, I cannot ap- 
prove this Bill.

REPORT. 


Having been elected as Superintendent of the Dis- 
trict Schools of this Territory, at the August election fo 
1877, the short period of my service in that position 
compels me to rely, in part, upon others for required data, 
covering the past two years. But in such research as I 
have been able to make andsuch communications had in 
a very limited period of time, assisted by those observa- 
tions which so often prove our best instructors, [ am 
justified in congratulating the people of this Territory on 
a gratifying progress in the present, and a healthy promise 
- for the future, in matters of education. 

The importànce of education, and its value, in all the 
relations of life, are recognized and appreciated by all 
classes. Our age has become so eminently inquisitive, so 
devoted to the investigation of universal truth, and has 
found such wonders in the laws of force and matter, that 
the enjoyment of the intellect through the acquisition of 
knowledge is valued more and more. 
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Our children become thinkers through the revela- 
tions of letters, by means of which the discoveries and 
inventions that have occupied the minds of former ages 
are appropriated, and their usefulness reproduced and 
added to in this. Each decade adds to accumulated wis- 
dom, and this extended knowledge pushes its possessors 
to a wonderful elevation of intelligence; uniting raen in a 
‚соттоп equality of thought, and fitting them for posi- 
tions in those higher, social, political and religious spheres 
that mark the elevation of our race, and develop indi- 
vidual usefulness. It is by this seemingly slow process of 
education, assisted by self-restraint; by the silent, but all 
powerful influence of the family circle, by habits of in- 
dustry, and aided:by the Almighty, that our children can 
be elevated to all the enjoyments and powers of useful 
citizenship, and become enabled to furnish combinations of 
ѕсіепсе, freedom of thought, and material progress; whose 
value to the State and society cannot be measured in 
words. Knowledge is the power through which disease 
is averted and life prolonged; the masses clothed, fed and 
housed; vice punished and virtue rewarded; the landscape 
beautified with the works of culture and thrift; and the 
manifold agencies of commerce and manufactures ;made 
to perform their varied and growing functions; and through 
the agency of steam and electricity, by which also time 
and distance are apparently obliterated, manifested in 
our steamboats, our railroads dnd telegraph cemmunica- 
tions, making cosmopolitans of us all and bringing us into 
close communication with the whole world. 

These truths having become axioms, it will be both 
the pleasure and the duty of Legislatures, as far as possi- 
ble, to encourage and stimulate whatever system of edu- 
cation, in their judgment, is best adapted to the necessities 
of their constituencies; coupled with their ability to sus- 
tain. 

In this connection your attention is respectfully 
called to that portion of the Message sent to your Honor- 
able Body, this session, by the Governor,, relating to 
“Common Schools," in which His Excellency calls atten- 
tion to the fact that every religious denomination in the

Territory deems it necessary to furnish schools for its 
children, and gives the/character of our school laws as the 
reason therefor. Notwithstanding the many excellent 
suggestions he offers in the abstract, І would respectfully 
submit that, outside of those denominational schools to 
which he refers, I know of none in this Territory, except- 
ing that excellent institution, the Brigham Young Aca. 
demy, in Provo, which is of that class. I would further 
remark, that there is no State nor Territory in the Union 
that is without such denominational schools, and that, 
although legislation has been tried frequently, in different 
States, to regulate these matters, it has hitherto signally 
failed. And while I fully concur with His Excellency the 
Governor in his suggestion in relation to “ graded schools, 
with buildings devoted éxclusively to school purposes" 
which should be attained as soon as practicable, yet I fail 
to see either the justice or equity of attempting, or the 
power of the Legislature to enforce the application of the, 
$30,000.00 expended for private tuition (a large amount of 
which is gathered from abroad for Mission Schools), for the 
purposes of either District or City schools. On the other 
hand, there is no class distinction in our District schools, 
they are open alike to all denominations who choose to ' 
send, and all can avail themselves of апу: advantages ге- 
sulting from any appropriation for school purposes made 
by the Governor and Legislative Assembly of this Terri- 
tory. "The amount of money people choose to spend an . 
nually for the private instruction -of their children, is evi- 
dently a matter quite beyond the control of your Honor- 
able Body, and is regulated and limited only by the inclina- 
tion and capacity of those who choose to spend their own 
money, or that procured from others. It is true that nine- 
tenths of the people of this Territory are Latter-day 
Saints, and it cannot be denied, that with them as with 
other denominations, that if any religious instructions be 
introduced into our schools, it would be that believed in 
by the great majority of the people. But we have striven 
to avoid in our.public schools, as in all our public enter- 
prises, these religious distinctions which seem to make 
themselves so offensive to the generality of mankind; ac- 
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cording to all men the same rights that we claim ourselves.. 
The law passed at the last session of the Legislature of 
this Territory, for the establishment and support of the 
District Schools; furnishes, in my judgment, all the relief at 
present necessary. ‘The third section of that Act provides. 
for the assessment of a tax of one-fourth of one per cent. 
for school purposes. Sech a tax in Salt Lake City alone 


` would produce about $17,000.00 which, added to the City’s . 


share of the appropriation, made by the Legislature, and - 
judiciously proportioned and expended, would furnish quite 
an aid to the cause of education in this city for some time 


. {0 come, in-addition to the $30000.00 which are spent 


annually in private tuition, and to “screen their religious 
training from the jostle of public schools." Furthermore, 
the fourth section provides “that whenever more than one- 
fourth of one per cent. per annum shall be necessary to 
purchase, build, repair or furnish school.houses, or for 
other school purposes, an estimate of the approximate 
cost shall be made by the Trustees, and the rate per cent. 
may be increased to any sum not exceeding three percent. 
per annum." f TES 
Again, besides the one fourth of опе per cent., equal 


‚ at present to the entire revenue of the Territory, there is 


in addition, $26,750.00 appropriated from .the Territorial 
quota, besides the very ample provisions made in the 
fourth section. S X 

The above would seem to be quite .liberal, unless it 
should be thought best by your Honorable Body, for the 
convenience of collection, to make a change by inserting, 
as has been suggested, the amount required in. the Rev- 
enue Bill, and withdrawing the like amount. from the 
School Law. a 

In any event, I can find no just cause or necessity 
that would justify the levying of any additional tax for 
school purposes, upon the people at large of this Terri- 
tory, although І do feel that should any increase of reve-. 
nue for school uses be found necessary, or if the present 
burden of taxation for those purposes should be found 
too heavy, it would be but right and proper that a class of 
property which constantly uses all the machinery of our 
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courts of law; at a great expense to the Territory, which 
receives so much and gives so little, which bears from us 
great quantities of material wealth annually, and places it 
in hands outside of our borders, and which receives pro- 
tection from our settlements, апа the benefits of our - im- 
provements, should by all rules of equity and justice, con- 
tribute by means of a proper tax paid to the sustenance of 
school fund; and I trust that this session of the Legisla- 
ture will furnish a law, providing for the levying of a tax 
upon mining property, for the use and benefit of our Dis- 
trict Schools. | | 

The clause of the law referred to in section 4, does 
not authorize the assessment of the tax therein provided 
for by the Legislature, but leaves the decision to those 
most interested and most competent to judge of the wants 
of each School District, the residents and taxpayers 
thereof. The present laws properly interpreted are suffi- 
ciently liberal and capable of supplying all the needs of 
éducation for a time, at least Апа. this opinion is sus- 
tained by the fact that throughout the Territory there is 
an intelligent and capable product of our school system, 
in the shape of young men and women, whose degree of 
intelligence and general ability to perform the duties of 
life, will сотразе favorably with, and surpass the average 
of those in any portion of our country. ` This statement 
is fully sustained by the report of illiteracy- in the several 
States and Territories, contained in the compendium of 
the Ninth Census (1870) issued under the direction of the 
Secretary of the Interior of the United States, which re- 
port shows that at that time (1870) the whole population 
of the United States was 38,925,508. The number of 
people of.all ages in the United States who could not 
read, was 4,528,084, and the number of all ages who could 
not write, was 17,002,264, and the percentage of illiteracy 
was 55.2. While in the Territory of Utah at the same 
date (1870) the whole population was 86,786, the number 
of all ages who could not read, was 2,515; the number of- 
all ages. who.could. not-write, 22,089; while the per cent- 
age of illiteracy, was 29.5, or a little more than one-half 
of the per centage of the United States. It is safe to say 


» 
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that the last seven years, under the different improve- 
ments in our system, will have greatly increased our stan- 
dard of literacy; so that were the figures attainable to-day, 
the showing would be still more in our.favor. The above, 
census of this Territory, it is true, has been considered 
by competent judges as being very far short of the num- 
bers of the population then actually resident in the Terri- 


"tory. . But it will be conceded that an increase of popu- 


— 


lation, giving the correct numerical status, would not ma- 
terially change the literacy; but that the one would natu; 
rally increase with the other. | 


STATISTICS. 


о . The school population at the close of the school year. 
1876 was 50,900. Ot this number 19,866, ог бд per cent, 
were found enrolled, an increase of 10 per cent, «ince last. 
report, and the highest ever obtained in this Territory. 
At the close of the school year of 1877, the school popu- 
lation reported was 30,792 and the enrollment 10,770, or 
64 per cent. The average daily attendance’ in 1876 was 
13,608, or 44 per cent. of the school population. The 
average daily attendance in 1877 was 13,420, or 43-5 per 
cent. of the school population. ^ 
The apparent falling off in the number of school 
population since the last report is attributable to the 
change made in the school age. When. the last report 
was submitted, the school age was from four to sixteen 


years. Since then it has been changed to include those 


only between the ages of six and sixteen. In other 
words, we have two years less (or one-fitth of the period 
embraced in the present school age) upon which to frame 
our reports. Again, the failure ot Tooele County to make 
its report, subtracts another thousand from the number. 
So that on the basis of the last report there would now be:

It will be noticed that the value of School Property 
in the last report of the Superintendent. of the Territorial 
Schools is greatly in excess of that contained in this re- 
‚ port." This difference arises from a misconception on the 
part ‹ of County Superintendents as to what was required |

of them in their reports. In a great number of School 
Districts in the Territorv, buildings have been erected for 
school puposes, and during the week are so used, while 
on the Sabbath they are made to supply the place of 
Churches or Meeting Houses in which the neighborhood 


conduct their religious worship. These buildings, in many 


instances, are not only used as: schools, but are also under 


the direction of School Trustees. This practice prevails in 
all the new States and Territories, and has led to the un-^ 
certainty in the niinds of those who made County Reports 
to the Territorial Superintendent, which resulted in many’ 
instances in a failure to report any School Property valu- 


. ation whatever. While the real facts in the case are, that 


since the last report there has been added to the valuation 
of School Property, over $100.000.00, and the total valu- 
ation of such property in the Territory to- day would reach 
upwards of $600,000.00. 

The misconception above referred to is clearly exhib- 
ited in the reports made by Prof O H Riggs as County 
Superintendent of Salt Lake County, for the year 1876, 
and those of Prof T. B. Lewis, the present incumbent. 
The former places the value ‘of all school Property in 
the County at $187,832.00, whist the latter places it at 
$60,223.00: a difference of $127,609.00. Мг. Lewis 
assigns the same reason as I have above given for the 


` difference in the two valuations. Thus we may safely 


say as above,

SCHOOLHOUSES. 


‘In the matter of School Buildings there is an increasing 
demand for space, and improvement in construction. 

In most of the Districts it has been almost impossible 
to consult practical architects, in consequence of which 
very many of the requisites of proper schoolhouses have 
been, sacrificed to the necessities of individual cases. The 
most important wants: of a school-room-are light, venti- 
lation, and proper facilities for heating and furnishing. 
"After these, the builders should endeavor :to relieve the 


ж- 
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building, on the outside, from that awkward appearance 
which frequently attends these structures, because of the 
want ofa harmonious plan in the beginning. I am notin 
favor of an expensive character of Schoolhouse, on the 
contrary, I believe those mistakes which make buildings 
look awkward, can be avoided without incurring material 
additional expense in their construction. 

The first matter to decide in the erection of a school- 
house is the selection of a suitable site. This should be 
high and dry; easy of access; near the centre of population, 
and if possible, not less than an acre in extent. It should 
not be placed too near a public highway, wherein Summer 
season when doors and windows are open, the noise of 
wheels and clouds of dust would prove an annoyance to 
the School, nor near a noisy manufactory. The building 
should be placed in the centre of the lot with the cellar 
dirt thrown up around it so as to form a regular slope from 
the building. 

The lot should be surrounded by a neat strong fence, 
and divided by afen:e in the rear, between the boys’ апа 
the girls" playgrounds. Two water closets should always 
be provided The grounds should be ornamented witha 
number of shade trees which can always be done with lit- 
tle or no expense, and adds so much to the attractiveness 
and comfort of the place. Gravel or plank walks should 
be laid from the street to the Schoolhouse. All School- 
houses should have a cellar. exeavated under the entire 
building to a depth of not less than two feet six inches, as 
this adds to the ventilating capacity of the building, and 
conduces to the general health of the School. 

The foundation walls should be built of good build- 
ing stone, laid up solid in good mortar, and from three to 
six feet high from cellar bottom to the under side of sills. 
The materials used in constructing the house must vary, 
as the locality varies in furnishing them; but after all else 
is done the Trustees should see that the proper furniture, 
maps, charts, blackboards, etc., which furnish so important 
a part in the equipment of a School are well supplied, and 
of the best possible character. | 

In the matter of seats and desks, so far as practic- 
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able, it would be well to have them оі home manufacture. 
| have seen a very excellent pattern of school desk con- 
structed by Mr. G. Lundberg, of Logan, Cache Valley, 
equal if not superior to any imported, and if the carriage 
is too far to some remote portions of the Territory, we 
have sufficient mechanical skill to improvise desks and 
seats that would answer all purposes, and would probably, 
-be quite as cheap and serviceable as those brought, 
{тот abroad. |

; SCHOOL TEACHERS. 


Some one has said that the School Teacher governs 
the State. Without endorsing this opinion, I feel that the 
importance of a proper selection of persons, in whose 
hands is placed the framing of the character of our child- 
ren in so large а degree, cannot be overestimated. The 
faithful performance of their duties calls for character, 
intelligence, tact and unlimited patience. It is a want 
constantly felt in a greater or less degree, wherever their. 
services are required; and this Territory is no exception 
to the general rule, which want, however, we have en- 
deavored in a measure, atleast, to satisfy by the svstem 
of Normal training, which fits persons for the duties of the 
Teacher, and by reason of which, under a stipulation made 
with applicants for admission to that training, we are 
enabled to receive one year's service as Teachers after fin- 
ishing the course for each year's tuition received by them; 
thus securing to the Territory, capable and practiced 
Teachers. In addition to this, if the Board of Examiners 
will exercise due care in the matter of passing only those 
whose examinations manifest the required standard o 
qualification, our corps of Teachers will continue to be all 
that can be desired. 


COUNTY SUPERINTENDENTS AND TRUSTEES. 


The Superintendents of the different Counties have 
generally been faithful and willing in the performance of 
their duties, and I most respectfully urge their receiving 
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from the County Courts such recognition of their: efforts 
as will result from a more liberal appreciation of their ser- 
vices. 

| herewith call the attention of the County Superin- 
tendents of District Schools, to Section 17 of the School 
Laws, requiring a financial report, etc., which has not been 
complied with by a great majority of the Superintendents, 
in consequence of which, I am unable to make tbe Terri- 
torial Financial Report, as I should have desired to have 
done. I trust in the пише: a due regard will be had to 
this requirement. 


UNIVERSITY OF DESERET. 


The University of Deseret continues to fulfil the ex- 
pectations of its many friends, and furnishes a very supe- 
rior course to those desiring Academic and Collegiate op- 
portunities The Institution is worthy of all and even 
more than it receives, and in future years will be regarded 
as one of the successful pioneers of education among us. 

While a full report of the University of Deseret does 
not come within my official requirements, yet as an im- 
portant part of the educational system of our Territory, I : 
deem it my duty to refer to the Institution in terms of ap- 
probation and recommendation. 

It should be supported liberally, and be conducted, as 
I believe it is, within its present capacity, in a manner 
worthy our Territory, as the exponent and culmination of 
our educational plan. 

The Normal Department of the Institution however, 
comes more directly within my official supervision, апа of 
it І have only to report favorably, 

The Department has already sent out a large number 
of proficient Teachers, who are doing a good work in edu- 
cation, and in elevating the standard of scholastic profi- 
ciency. "There is yet, however, a great demand for com- 
petent Teachers, and I know of no better way, or ofany 
more economical plan to satisfy this demand, than a lib- 
eral support and encouragement of this Department. 
Without proficient Teachers, we certainly cannot have good 
Schools, let the system adopted be ever so perfect. 
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The patronage of the Normal Department, for the 
last half of the Academic year, 1875-6, was 37; that ofthe 
year 1876-7, 43; and for the first half of the present year, 
1877-8, 23. The Territorial provision covers a patronage 
of до students, I. think, however, the Normal Schoo 
should be much more largely attended. 

A patronizing recognition of the importance of this 
School by your Honorable Body would, I am confident, do 
much in developing and elevating the educational i interests 
of our Territory. 

The following is the course of studies pursued by the 
Normal students "during the last half of the Academic 
| year, 1875-6, and during the year 1876-7: 

Theory and Practice of Teaching, Reading and Elo- 
cution, English Grammar, Modern Geography, Arithmetic, 

Penmanship, Orthography and Punctuation, Bookkeeping, 
Composition and Rhetoric, United States History, Political 
Economy, Civil Government, Zoology, Physiology, and 
Mental Philosophy. 

This list of studies, however, was found to be entirely | 
too extensive for a single year's course, or for the prepa- 
ration found among the majority of students who entered 

‘the Department. 

The present course, which has received my endorse- 
ment, i$ the above, modified by omitting Political. Econ- 
omy, Civil Government, Penmanship and Bookkeeping, | 
and Mental Philosophy. 

The Normal students, however, if proficient in any of 
the studies prescribed in the course, have the privilege of 
pursuing other branches taught in the University instead, 
without additional charge. For further details concerning 
the Institution, I refer you to the biennial report of the 
Chancellor. 

In answer made to inquiry among the County Super- 
intendents, as to the cause in the falling off of the number 
of applicants among the Normal Students, [ am informed 
that the existence of excellent schools in other parts of 
the Territory, such as the опе at Provo, also the one in: 
Cache Valley, near the homes of these students, enables 
thern to have the advantage of the tuition without the 
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accompanying expenses of board, lodging and traveling, 
which would be necessary should they attend the Univer- 
sity in this city, and which additional expense many feel 
. unable to meet. 

This explanation, may, therefore, be taken as a pleas- 
ing compliment to the facilities afforded our students to 
prepare themselves for the duties of Teachers, in different 
parts of the Territory, without subtracting from the value 
and character of that training in our University of Des- 
eret. 


THE BRIGHAM YOUNG ACADEM Y. 


This excellent Institution, in its successful management 
and the large number of students under its control, furnishes 
an example of the good that can be accomplished by private 
gifts, to public uses, founded upon a grant made by Presi- 
dent Brigham Young, and placed in the hands of Trustees, 
and under the control of an efficient executive committee, 
it has steadily pushed its way to the front rank of 'our 
educational system, and now commands the confidence 
and support of the entire Territory. 


THE BRIGHAM YOUNG COLLEGE OF LOGAN. 


In addition to the Brigham Young Academy of Provo, 
our late respected President improvised another Academy 
in Cache Valley, and endowed it with between 9,000 and 
10,000 acres of valuable land and organized a Board of 
Trustees, namely, Hons. Moses Thatcher, Brigham 
Young, Wm. B. Preston, M. D. Hammond, Geo. W. 
Thatcher, С. О. Card and Miss 1. I. Cook, to carry into 
effect the. provisions of the deed. We may reasonably 
anticipate very great advancement in school interests in 
that County from this very liberal bequest. 

The same gentleman, the last year of his life, also 
deeded a valuable piece of ground for school purpo-es 
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n the 18th Bishop's Ward in Salt Lake City, and placed 


it under the direction of a Board of Trustees. 


- SUPPOSED GOVERNMENT SCHOOL AID. 


A crude but erroneous opinion has prevailed among 


- some people that we had received considerable school aid, 


in the shape of Government Lands. This probably has 
originated from the fact that we have at our general elec- 
tions put in nomination and elected Commissioners for th 
selection of University Lands. | 


Section 15 of the Organic Act provides *That when 
the lands in said Territory shall be surveyed preparatory 
to bringing the same into market, s?ctions numbering 
sixteen and thirty-six in each Township in said Territory 
shall be and the same are hereby reserved for the purpose 
of being applied to Schools in said Territory." ^ Section 
1.946 of the Revised Statutes of the United States (1875) 
also makes the same provision. 


This provision in the Organic Act and the Revised 
Statutes explains itself, and points out definitely the sec- 
tions thus to be selected. 


In an Act of Congress, approved Janu^ry 21st, 1855, 
it is provided that, when the lands in said Territory 
(Utah) shall be surveyed, as aforesaid, a quantity of land 
equal to two Townships shall be and the same is hereby 
reserved for the establishment of a University in said Ter- 
ritory, and in the State hereafter to be created out of the 
same; to be selected under the direction of the Legisla- 
ture in legal sub-divisions of not less than one half section, 
and to be disposed of as said Legislature may direct. 


Full power and authority are hereby given to the 
Secretary of the Interior to issue all needful rules and 
regulations for fully carrying тшо effect the several pro- 
vistans of this Act. 
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“Ап Ordinance incorporating the University of the 
State of Deseret” was passed and approved February 
28th, 1850, and also, pursuant to the above Act, *An Act 
to provide for the selection and location of a quantity of 
land, equal to two Townships, for the establishment of a 
University," approved January 21st, 1859. 


I respectfully draw the attention of the Legislative 
Assembly to this Act. For although it is supposed by 
many that it wouid require an enabling Act by Congress 
to put the Territory in the possession of sections num- 
bering sixteen and thirty-six in each Township for School 
purposes, yet it would seem competent for the Legislature 
to adjust the matter of University Lands; for the law spe- 
cifically provides that the lands are to be disposed of as 
said (Utah) Legislature may direct. Should this Legisla- 
tive Body, u»on inquiry, discover a necessity for further 
information, application could be made to the Secretary 
of the Interior, ko zs fully empowered and. authorised 
to carry out the provisions of this Act. 


I would also respectfully suggest to your Honorable 
Dody, that it might not be out of place to forward to Con- 
gress a petition praying for an Enabling Act, authorizing 
the allotment and distribution of Sections sixteen and 
thirty-six, іп .ёасһ Township for School purposes, which 
that august body so munificently eranted so long ago, but 
of which to the present we have derived no advantage; 
such a petition could certainly do no harm and it might be 
the means of drawing the attention of that Honorable Body 
to this subject, and of leading Congress to perform an act 
of grace which without injuring any one might be advan- 
tageous to our rising generation and render very ma- 
terial assistance to oür school interests. 


The great majority of the States have large School 
Funds, derived principally from extensive land grants made 
by Congress from the Public Domain, amounting to hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars, and in many of the older States 
by yery liberal grants from the Legislatures of the several 
States, while up to the presenttime Utah has not received 
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one dollar from. Congress and not one acre of land; but 
has had to depend solely on her unaided energies prin- 
cipally by the united operations of private citizens. with 
such small aid as a feeble, struggling Territory could im- 
part through its Legislature; which by them. as shown in 
this report, has not been grudging'y given. It would 
seem very proper that Congress should be the guardian 
and protector of the Territories in their infantile state, 
while battling with the difficulties incident to all new 
countries, and thus give encouragement to the youth to 
obtain an education and prepare themselves for the great 
struggle of life, that they may be prepared through the 
intelligence thus obtained, to take rank among the scien- 
tists, literati, statesmen and rulers of our land, and here- 
after to administer in the affairs of. future Territories and 
States.

Dear Sir—In connection, with your Report of the 
Schools of the Territory, I wish to make a statement 
in reference to some оѓ. ће. labors performed by the 
Ex-Territorial Superintendent, that are not required by 
our School Law, but which seemed to be expedient. 

By request of the United States Commissioner of 
Education; I prepared. a Historical Sketch of Education 
in Utah, to be compiled in the Commissioner's Report 
.of the Centerinial year. | Ed 

I attended the Centennial Exposition at Philadel. 
phia, where the one hundreth anniversary of the nation's 
independence was celebrated by the exhibition of the 
arts, manufactures and the products of the soil and mine, 
There was illustrated the unparalleled advancement in 
science and art, and all the various appliances of human 
iagenuity for the refinement and comfort of man, in con- 
trast with the meager achievements of-a century past., 

In the Educational Department, the public and pri- 
vate School work, from that of the Kindergarten pupil 
to the senior student of the University, was on Exhibi- 
tion. In this exhibit could be learned not only the de- 
gree of proficiency of the pupil in drawing, spelling, 
arithmetic, geometry, etc., but the manuscripts indicated 
the number of pupils attending the country and city 
Schools, and the manner in which they are conducted. 

I attended the National Educational Association held 
in the Academy of Music, Baltimore, on the roth, 11th 
and rath days of July, 1876. At this Association, twen- 
six States and two Territories, viz: Arizona and Utah, 
were represented. The papers read, and the subjects 
discussed, made the Association one of the most inter- 
esting, instructive and beneficial character to the edu- , 
cator. | PE . 
At the close of the Association, the International 
Congress assembled for a one day's session in the same 
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place, which afterwards held several sessions in Phila- 
del phia. 


The countries represented there were: Of America 
—The United States, Canada, Brazil and the Argentine 
Republic; of Europe—England, Lapland, Norway and 
Sweden; of Asia—China and Japan; , the Sandwich Is- 
lands and Australia. Тһе educational institutions and the 
systems of education of these various nations were ex- 
plained before this Congress hy: their representatives. 

After the adjournment of the Association, the teachers 
of the Public Schools of Ba'timore tendered the conven- 
tion an excursion to Fair Haven on the steamer Matilda. 
Fair Haven is about fifty miles down the Chesapeake 
Bay, On the return passage a business meeting of the 
Association was held in the cabin of the steamer, at 
which the following Resolution, with others, was adopted: 


Resolved, That next to Liberty, Education has been 
the great cause of the marvelous prosperity of this Re- 
public in the first century of its history, and it is the 
sure and only hope of its future. — The highest concern 


апа the grandest duty of the new century now opened, 
is the right education of every child born into Amer- 


ican Liberty.

REPORT. 


I am happy to report an increase in the prosperity 
and influence of this Institution, which promises an extend- 
ed influence for good and our better acquaintance, as a 
people, with the highest and best type of education. 

You will observe, in comparing this Report with the 
one made to your Honorable Body at its last Session, that 
the Department of Instruction is still in a flourishing con- 
dition, that the patronage is steadily increasing and that 
there is an encouraging advancement toward the useful 
branches of higher education. This is more significant 
and exhibits more strikingly the cultivation and improve- 
ment in the popular taste and acquiration, when it is known 
that the instruction in the University is based wholly upon 
an optional plan, the {course of study prescribed being 
simply suggestive and the student left entirely tree to se- 
lect and pursue such branches only as тау be dictated by 
his judgment and circumstances. * That the School is 
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doing a valuable work in the elevation ofi the youth of our 
Territory, there can be no longer any question. Though 
the patronage from all parts of the Territory is encourag- 
ing, yet itis not to be taken asa certain criterion by 
which to determine the importance or full effect of the in- 
struction imparted. * When compared with the multitude 


of young men and women in the Territory, the number › 


yearly attending the University is certainly small; but this 
comparatively small number, well qualified by instruction 
and proper training and disseminated abroad, act like mul- 
tiplying germs in the diffusion of knowledge and the culti- 
vation of refinement and taste. Already there' may be 
found, in many parts of the country, students of this Uni- 
versity holding positions of trust and influence, tor which 
they have been better fitted by the knowledge and train- 
ing they received in our State Institution. Even in the 
School itself, two of the teachers now employed were for- 
merly its students, and are very successtully instructing in 
the higher branches. Knowledge and intellectual ability 
are potent elements in government and essential to the 
growth of true civilization and prosperity; and as our Ter- 
ritory increases in population and its great material re- 
sources become more developed, the value of this School 
will be better realized, and the good work it is now doing 
more highly appreciated. lam confident the instruction 
given at this School has been and is conducted upon'a 
thoroughly practical basis. This will be seen by the char- 
acter of studies composing different courses, as shown by 
the accompanying schedule in this Report, and is further 
demonstrated in the manner of imparting instruction by 
selecting chat which.is evident апа real and devoting 
every agency of the Institution to the development of 
mental and moral powers in the student which shall result 
in the ability for independent thought, a sense of self- 
responsibility and habits of culture and refinement. 

On the 15th of September, 1876, the School was re- 
moved from the building it had occupied since the year 
1867, known as the Council House, to its present location 
in what has been called Union Academy. This building 
was remodelled, so as to adapt it to the purposes of the 
University, and is now in most respects, perhaps, better 
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suited to the wants ofthe School, though its location is 
not so central as that of the building last used, | 

While the propriety of purchasing grounds and erect- 
ing a building for thé exclusive use of the University may 
be considered premature, by reason of the financial con- . 
dition of the Territory, yet is it not a matter worthy the 
consideration of your-Honorable Body, whether it would 
net be more economical finally to do so than to suffer the 
constant claim of rent, 

The Normal Department. by its schedule, shows:that 
the highest number in attendance for the last half of the 
acadamic years 1875-6 to be 37; that of the year 1876-7, 
43, and that of the first half of the present year, 23. The 
smali number enrolled for the first halfof the present year 
would seem to indicate a falling off in the patronage. 
While this may be true to some extent, owing to a misap- 
prehension of the condition of the School at the beginning 
of the year, occasioned through; an unwarranted report, 
yet a more correct showing is made by.the attendance at 
the present date, the beginning-of the third term, which is 
44, with the prospect of an increase before the year closes 
exceeding the highest yet enrolled. The importance of 
this Department cannot be too highly appreciated. Many 
of our Public Schools lack the efficiency they should pos- 
sess through the want of competent teachers, and if we 
have no means to insure proficiency to instructors, or if 
those means already provided are nót sufficiently sup- 
ported and encouraged by patronage, how shall we expect 
any improvement in the Schools themselves? The foun- 
tain cannot, certainly, rise above its source. 

The tuition of those students in this Departmept who 
have enjoyed the liberality of your Honorable Body since 
the last Report, at the regular rates, would amount to the 
sum of $3,840.00, or very nearly the amount of the appro- 
priation made for the Institution; and I trust that your 
realization of the importance of this work, and the neces- 
sity for its encouragement will prompt you to continue to 
provide liberally therefor. | . 

The Library still holds the relation of an important 
and useful auxiliary to the University, though inconven- 
ient to the public Бу теаѕоп of its location so far from the 
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centre of business and resort; yet its patronage from: the 
students alone is encouraging beyond expectation. Dur- 
ing the tw-nty months that the school has been in 5е55 Оп, 
since my last Report, there have been taken from the 
Library, and registered,mostly by students, 6131 volumes, 
The value of such a Library, and the teaching that will 
stimulate such patronage, are exemplified in these figures, 
The number of volumes now in the Library and catalogued 
is 2597. In this connection I would alude to the im- 
portance of the study of chemistry. This course of study 
extends through the entire academic year. The first half 
is devoted to the discussion of the general principles of the 
science, including inorganic and organic chemistry. The 
second, to that of practical analysis. The Laboratory for 
this purpose is remarkably well supplied with apparatus, 
so that analysis qualitative and quantitative, may be and 
are every year prectically carried on by the students, as 
well as the assaying of metallic ores. With some 
additional apparatus for obtaining class analysis, that is 
necessary for general class work, the department can be 
made thoroughly efficient and valuable as а source from 
which at all times to obtain proficient and correct analyti- 
cal experts. 

The Cabinet of the Institution is very respectable in 
size, yet is net altogether what it shouid be to satisfy 
the wants of the school, having been to some extent he- 
glected heretofore, owing to the convenient access the 
school has had to the Deseret Museum, a favor granted 
by the Curator, Professor. J. L. Barfoot, to whom the 
Institution extends its acknowledgments and thanks in 
appreciation of this courtesy. ' 


THE APPROPRIATION, ETC. 


The Biennial Appropriation made by your Honorable 
Body will prove sufficient for all purposes when it can be 
realized at the Treasury. 

Being unable to draw the money at the Territorial 
Treasury, which had been appropriated by your Honor- 
able Body, at your last Session, and finding it impossible 
to negotiate the Warrants of the Auditor, either with the 
Faculty or elsewhere, without too great a discount, it was 
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thought best to borrow the money. on the credit of the 
Territory, depositing the Warrants as collateral. In ac- 
cordance with this nécessity the money was borrowed 
from the'Zión's Saving and Trust Company's Bank, and 
the Warrants deposited there as collateral. ‘The interest 
which we are thereby compelled to pay amounts to 
$2,665.35, and lessens the amount of the appropriation to 
that extent. - You will observe that in the list of expenses 
is an item of $21.60 discount on Scrip sold. This oc. 
curred on the salé of about $300 of Auditor's Warrants at 
an early day, before they fell so far below par; but it doub:- 
less would have been better to have sold these Warrants, 
if it could have been done at the same rate, or even at a 
much lower rate, than to have paid *o much interest, and 
the deficiency would have been less; but. feeling a reluc. 
tance to discounting the Warrants, and presuming that 
the Legislative Assembly would prefer the other course, 
of paying interest, and would cheerfully provide for the 
deficiency by add ng the amount to your regular Appro 
priation of ten thousand dollars at, the present Session for 
the ensuing two years, that course was taken. .And, in. 
deed, if Warrants had been sold as money was needed 
during the last two years, the discount would have far ex- 
ceeded the interest paid. But the Legislature being now 
in Session, they will probably so:regulate as to soon bring 
their paper up to par, after which no further.loss need occur. 

The instruments, as shown by the accompanying list, 
marked “А” although in the possession of the University 
and having been receipted for by Dr. Park, do not belong 
to the Institution; yet this is the best place to keep them, 
and their use іп some classes is indispensible. I there- 
fore recommend that they be purchased for its benefit, 

In the Appropriation for the Normal School, it was 
conditioned that the Institution should receive forty 
students, furnish books, etc. At an early day the students 
in this department made a requisition on the University 
for text books, amounting to about seven hundred dollars, ` 
which I did not consider was contemplated by the Legis- 
lative Assembly, but only the free use of the Library, 
maps, charts, instruments, etc., belonging to the Institu- 
tion. І agreed, however, that if the Legislature so under- 
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stood it, and would provide for it, of course that expense 
would be refunded to them. 

There is, as per note, (see Report marked "B") a 
large "amount of tuition fees. uncollected, a. portion of 
which will, doubtless, yet be made available; but it has 
been ‘the policy of the Institution not to turn away 
students simply on account of their inability to pay, and it 
has had most of the time quite a number of benificiaries. 

The University Lands; for the want of proper legisla- 
tion, and the certificates of which not being in the possession 
of the Chancellor and Board of Regents of the University 
remain, as heretofore, wholly unavailable to the Institu- 
tion, although I am informed that some portions of them 
are being improved and cultivated, I consider that the 
Legislative Assembly have the right to turn these lands 
over to the University as fast as located, though, of course, 
the titles, or patents, must'finally come frorn the General 
Government. | 

The Financial Report, marked “В,” and the Property 
Report, marked “С,” also accompany this Report. The 
attention of your Honorable Body is also respectfully 
directed to the Tabular Statement made by the Principal 
of the University, Dr. John R. Park, as showing the 
flourishing condition of the Institution, which must be most 
gJatifying to all who are engaged in the educational 
interest of our growing State, All of which is respectfully 
submitted. | |

My last Report, dated December 1, 1875, shows, 
that there was then in custody two Territorial Convicts, 
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to wit: Thomas Purdy, committed Oct. 17th, 1872, for the 
crime of murder in the second degree; term of sentence 
twenty years. Neils Peter Neilson, committed Oct. 17th, 
1872, for the crime of murder in the second degree, for 
the term of twenty years.. Each of them remained in cus- 
tody until some time in June, 1877, when.on an order from 
the Judge of the Third District Court, tọ me directed, I 
delivered each of them to U. S. Marshal Nelson, who ге= 
presented that they would be conveyed to the U. S. Pen- 
itentiary in Salt Lake county, and that there the remain- 
der of the sentence would be executed;.since that time I - 
haye had no convicts in custody. | 

Soon after delivering the above named convicts, ‚ Mar- 
_ shal Nelson demanded the possesson of all the property 
in my custedy, belonging to the Territorial government of 
Utah, To this demand I answered, that the law required 
me to deliver to my successor in office, and I should retaip 
it until there was one appointed. 

He then petitioned the Judge of the Third Judicial 
District Court, for an order, requiring me to deliver it to 
Marshal Nelson, which was served on me in due time; to 
this I demurred, and took an appeal, and thus the matter 
now stands. 

The Hon. Z. Snow, Attorney-General for the Terri- 
tory, has the case in charge. · 

On or about the first of November, Marshal Nelson 
requested the loan of the iron cells and some other pro- 
perty in my custody as Warden, for the safe keeping of the 
convicts in his custody. 

Considering that the public were interested i in the 
safe keeping of convicts in his custody, and knowing that 
the cells could materially aid bim in so doing, I laid the 
subject before the Auditor of Public Accounts, whose duty 
it is to see that the public property is properly cared for; 
he made no objection to the loan, hence I granted the re- 
quest, and herewith submit a copy of the receipt.

At present I have no convicts on hand; my last Re- 
port showed that I had then two convicts in custody, they 
so remained until a few weeks since, when by order of 
the Third District Court, to me addressed, I delivered 
them to the U. S. Marshal Nelson. While in my custody 
they were hired out às stated in my last Report. 

Soon after the delivery of said convicts above re- 
ferred to, said Court issued an order for me to deliver to 
the U. $. Marshal, all the property in my custody belong- 
ing to the Territorial Government of Utah. In answer to 
this order, I plead, that the law required me to deliver it 
to my successor in office; hence I declined to obéy the 
order and took an appeal; and thus the case now stands. 

Soon after this, Marshal Nelson petitioned me for the 
loan of the iron cells, calabooses, and some other property 
for the safe keeping of the convicts in his custody. I con- 
sidered the public were interested in the safe keeping of 
his convicts, and knowing that the cells would materially 
aid him in keeping them safe, I loaned them—a copy of 
hís receipt is herewith submitted,
